Nuclear power has its enemies 


(ZNS) An _ intelligence 
agent for the Texas 
Department of Public Safety 
told a-legislative hearing in 
Austin last week he thought it 
was “in he realm of pos 
sibility’’ that a Continental 
Airlines pilot, who was a critic 
of nuclear power, would inten- 
tionally crash his jet into an 
atomic power piant. 

The agent, David Dimick, 
spilled out the air crash pos- 
sibility as he discussed his role 
in compiling a secret dossier 
on pilot Robert Pomeroy. 


Pomeroy was the subject of 
secret intelligence  obser- 
vations by Texas officials 
after he spoke out against 
nuclear power plants during 
City Council meetings in 
Dallas. 

The Texas Department of 
Public Safety compiled a dos- 
sier on Pomeroy, referring to 
him as a ‘‘subversive”, and 
secretly gave these reports to 
Continental Airlines, 
Pomeroy’s employer 

Agent Dimick told the 
legislative hearing that he 
believes he had discussed the 
air-plane-crash scenario with 
some of Pomeroy’s superiors. 

Pomeroy, upon hearing the 
tale, branded the crash 
scheme ‘‘ludicrous.’’ He said 
he is opposed to nuclear power 
simply because he was afraid 
that radiation leaks might oc- 
cur at atomic power plants. 

Agent Dimick also revealed 
that he began keeping tabs on 
opponents of nuclear power 
for the state after reading that 
““communists’’ and ‘‘subver- 
sives’’ are behind anti-nuciear 
power crusades in the United 
States 

Colonel Wilson Speir, the 
head of the Texas Department 
of Public Safety, appealed to 
senators at the hearing not to 
curtail surveillance efforts 


because of the Pomeroy af- 
fair 

Colonel Speir concluded his 
remarks by quoting comic 
books character Steve Canyon 
to the effect: “Ever since 
Watergate, people treat

intelligence work as if it were 
ano no. This must be good 
news for the bad guys around 
the world who are waiting for 
the United States to crack,’’ he 
quoted Steve Canyon as war- 
ning.

(ZNS) A young nuclear 
power plant protester who 
singlehandedly toppled a 500 
foot tall metal weather tower 
on a proposed atomic power 
plant site has been acquitted. 

Twenty-eight-year-old 
Samuel Lovejoy was found not 
not guilty last week in a court 


hearing in Montague, Mas-’ 


sachusetts. 

Lovejoy is the self-ad- 
mitted “toppler’’ who publicly 
confessed to pulling up guy 
wires around the tall tower 
last February 22nd: an act 
which caused the 500 foot 
structure to plummet to the 
carth. 

Acting as his own attorney, 
Lovejoy told the court last 
week that he had carried out 
his protest to save lives: He 
told the jurors he was con

(ZNS) The Arizona 
Supreme Court, in a landmark 
decision, has ruled that no 
laws are needed to protect 
males against rape by 
females. 

The court, in its unanimous 
ruling, said that after studying 
“The obvious physiological 
differences’’ between men 
and women, it decided that 
each sex is in a class by itself. 


vinced that, if the Northeast 
Utilites nuclear plant was 
constructed on the Montague 
Site, radiation from the plant 
would eventually produce 
thousands of deaths. 

Lovejoy was acquitted ona 
technicality by Judge Kent 
Smith. The judge ruled that 
the indictment against Love 
joy was incorrect, in that it 
charged him with destroying 
“personal property’ when the 
tower was, in fact, “real 
property.” 


Lovejoy objected to the 
technical dismissal, saying he 
wanted the jurors to judge the 
case on its merits. 

Said Judge Smith in dis 
mission the case: “This is the 
strangest trial ever to be held 
in Franklin County’.

The judges ruled that while 
women, because of physical 
differences, may need’ rape 
laws to defend them against 
men, males are not 
aautomatically entitled to the 
same protection. The decision 
was handed down in the case 
of a convicted rapist who 
argued that the state’s rape 
laws were discriminatory 
because they protected only 
women.

Increased bus service?

At the Thursday meeting of 
the Associated student senate 
the chairman of the com 
mittee on parking and 
transportation announced 
that he had dispatched a letter 
to Scott Koski, an official of 
Regional Transit. The letter 
requested the establishment 
of more bus lines to CSUS. 
This marks the first action 
taken by the senate regarding 
the intolerable parking con- 
dition at CSUS. > 

Last week the senate tabled 
a resolution by Jim Hollen 
back, a member of the senate, 
to request that the City Coun- 
cil allow students to park on 
the East side of the American 
River. Hollenback is now the 
chairman of the committee 
which drafted the letter to 
Regional Transit. 

“Cars for many years were 
being parked across the 
American River. Just recen- 
tly, the students were denied 
the use of parking lots on that 
side of the river, and are now 
forced to go elsewhere...the 
parking situation at CSUS has 
reached the critical stage. For 


many years, work on develop- 
ing solutions to this problem 
were put off. But with thisnew 
shortage of parking, the time 
is now at hand to take action,” 
the letter said. 

‘While it is true that there 
are already existing lines to 
the school, the major com- 
plaint is that the buses just 
take too long.”’ 

In the letter Hollenback 
made some suggestions for 
alleviating the problem. 

‘What is proposed...is the 
establishment of direct line 
service to about six to ten 
locations throughout the coun- 
ty.” 

“These bus lines could be 
set up at strategic locations so 
as to handle the optimum 
number of students.” 

Currently however, 
Students are prevented from 
parking at various locations. 
near the campus. The senate 
has taken no action concer- 
ning this situation When 
asked, Senate Chair Chris Cer- 
vantes explained why the 
Senate had defeated Hollen 
back’s onginal resolution: 
‘We just felt it needed more 
Study.” 


IRA finally funded

Governor Ronald Reagan 
signed AB3116 Friday. The bill 
provides $2.6 million from the 
state's general fund to finance 
Instructionally Related Ac 
tivities (TRA). At most schools 
in the past, IRA was financed 
whole or in part from student 
government fees. 

A provision of the bill calls 
for referendums on a campus 
basis to reduce Associated 
Students (AS) fees up to a 
maximum ‘of 50 percent 
Current AS fees are $10 per 
semester. Funding of IRA ac- 
counts for approximately 
90,000 of a $350,000 budget 

As of yet, no date for a 
referendum has been set. An 
election must be held this fall 


to fill two vacant AS Senate 
seats and one vacancy on the 
university Union Policy 
Board. Consequently the 
referendum could possibly be 
held at the same time, ac 
cording to Mike Garrels, vice 
chair of the seante. 

CSUS will receive about 
$110,000 to $120,000 from the 
state for IRA, Garrels said. 


The bill becomes effective 
Jan. 1 

IRA programs include 
women's” studies, men's 


athletics, women’s athletics, 
KERS, theater arts, student 
art gallery, the main art 
gallery, marching band, 
Chicanito science project, 
barrios art, music, forensics, 
song and cheerleaders.

posed of the affirmative action* 


officer, activities adviser and 
three students appointed by 
Associated Students 
President Terry Frost. 

The task force stems from 
the failure of Delta Sigma Pi, a 
professional business frater- 
nity, to admit interested 
female applicants due to 
policy on the national level. No 
— business sorority ex- 
sts. 

In order to obtain official 
campus recognition, 
organizations must certify 
that they do not “restrict 
membership on the basis of 
race, religion, sex, or national 
origin,’’ or do not “otherwise 


have a membership policy re 
quiring discrimination based 
upon race, religion or national 
crigin.’’ Official recognition 
allows the orgnization to use 
campus facilities free of 
charge. 

The local chapter of Delta 
Sigma Pi is awaiting word 
from the nationai office on 
what course of action to take. 
Several options are or::n to it: 
a parallel sorority could be es- 
tablished which could ar- 
bitrarily admit women and 
run the risk of losing its 
national standing; it could not 
admit women and possibly 
lose its campus affiliation. 

The task force will be look- 
ing at campus organizations in 
relation to affirmative action 
laws and guidelines. Four 
other groups besides Delta 
Sigma Pi could be affected by 
the task force’s recommen- 
dations.

Cho, Coleman 
exhibited

Two different stages of ar- 
tistic development are evident 
in the two-man graphics show 
now at Swensen’s upstairs 
gallery on the K Street Mall. 
Leon Cho exemplifies the less 
experienced, exploratory 
stage; Larry Coleman's work 
is more advanced and 
profound. Both artists use ex- 
clusively black and white in 
their lithographs. 

Cho's work shows signs of a 
recent exposure to the graphic 
process. Each of his four 
pieces presents different sub- 
ject matter, and emphasizes a 
certain problem. One, for ex- 
ample, is bilaterally symmet- 
rical:; another is a figure 
study which explores the 
problem of shading. The latter 
is probably the best of the 
group from a purely technical 
standpoint. In_ general, 
though, the artist needs more 
experience to produce truly 
satisf ying work. 

Coleman, in contrast, 
shows a much surer hand. His 
art issues from the long 
radition that glorifies the 
machine as esthetically satis- 
factory subject matter. It is 
not, however, strictly 
representational: most often 
metallic pieces, such as chain 
links or cylinder heads, are ar- 
rayed in imagined scenes. The 
best of these impart a certain 
tension, as if action had been 
frozen. His being more at 
home in the medium and his 
use of a firm—if 
unoriginal— philosophical 
grounding make Coleman's 
work the more successful.

Muslim 


Have you ever heard the ex- 
pression “blind in one eye and 
can’t see out the other?’’ A key 
witness in the Sacramento 
Superior Court trial of four 
young Blacks accused of kill- 
ing one White man and woun- 
ding two others, is in this type 
of physical condition which is 
usually joked about. 

Edit Alvin Selmon, a 31- 
year-old ex-convict who had 
two felony ch. es against 
him dismissed in: eturn for his 
testimony, is unable to see out 
of oneeve andh:. weak vision 
in t other, cannot read 
newspapers, street signs or 
maps, and has been shot twice 
in the head. This sounds like 
an item out of Ripley's Believe 
It or Not. 

The murder and conspiracy 
trial of Dale X McKinney, 
Larry Pratt, Russell Lang, 
and Emery X Hanson is a con- 
tinuous display of believe it or 
nots. 

When this reporier entered 
the court room, _ several 
women wearing the head 
dress and colorful flowing 
robes of Muslim women were 
already seated. Across the 
aisle about two dozen Black 
men in the audience had the 
characteristic look of Muslim 
men—short hair, clean 
shaven, and suits and ties. 

In a voice of authority the 
bailiff said, ‘‘All rise.” In 
walked Judge Michael J. 
Virga in the traditional black 
robe. Those black robes have 
always made me un- 
comfortable. They are so god- 
like. 

Back to the three ring cir 
cus—Deputy Dist. Atty. 
Ronald Tochterman believes 
Selmon is an excellent witness 
for the prosecution. Besides 
his eye defect, Selmon had 12 
to 14 beers the night he hitched 
a ride. 

However, Selmon said he 
was not drunk that night in Ap- 
ril when his car broke down 
near McClellan Air Force 
Base. He hitched a ride in a 
Pinto and identified the oc- 
cupants as Hanson, 
McKinney, and Pratt. What 
jury could possibly take 
Selmon’s testimony 
seriously? Perhaps Deputy 
Dist. Atty. Tochterman is 
blind in one eye and can’t see 
out the other. 

Another believe it or not in 
the trial—A Muslim minister 
is forced to testify, threatened 
with a contempt charge and a 
jail sentence. Benjamin 3X, 
also know as Benjamin Porter 
Ill, said he refused to testify 
previously because “of my 
rights as a minister and my 
rights as a citizen.’’ He said 
his being called was an action 
“against Muslims and against 
Black people in general. It 


wouldn't have been done 
against a rabbi or Catholic 
priest.”’ 


The minister’s testimony 
included several heated ex- 
changes with Tochterman. 
The prosecutor accused the 
minister of answering defense 
attorneys’ questions about 
teachings, but then claiming 
not to know the answers to 
some of Tochterman’s ques- 
tions on the subject. 


The minister shot back that 
Tochterman was “trying to 
twist the words of the Hon 
rable Elijah Muhammed. 
You re trying to make us seem 
something we are not.” 

Tochterman’s case rests 
heavily on the interpretation 
of the Black Muslim “Lesson 
Number 1’ and the meaning of 
“devil.’’ Benjamin 3X tes 
tified that “devil refers to 
characteristics picked up 
from the White man. The 
White man robbed us of our 
names, robbed us of our God.” 

He said, ‘The Black man 
has taken on the ways of the 
White man, therefore he too is 
a devil 

“Every time we bring a 
Black man in the door of the

The Muslims have taken 
some of Oak Park’s most 
notorious hoodlums, heroin 
addicts and aicoholics and 
made them _ respectable 
citizens.

Why do Southern senators 
vote so consistently against 
the interests of American con- 
sumers and for the objectives 
of corporate lobbyists? 

Certainly consumers in the 
South have the same 
gnevances as consumers in 
the North or other sections of 
the country. Southern con 
sumers often buy cars that are 
lemons, receive worthless 
merchandise, and suffer from 
price gouging and shoddy 
goods and services. Consumer 
products are not safe in the 
South when they are unsafe 
elsewhere. Nor are interest 
rates lower in Atlanta than 


, they are in Indianapolis.

Brock (R-Tenn.), and William 
L. Scott (R-Va.) scored zero 
on ten consumer interest 
votes. Other Southern 
senators were not far behind

Southern senators. First, with 
few exceptions, they have ht- 
tle effective opposition at the 
polls. There is nothing like 
viable multi-candidate 
competition to raise issues 
that focus on the _ public 
interest. Without such 
competition, a senator like 
Russell Long, who is running 
for reelection’ this year 
without any real opposition, 
can take consumers of 
Louisiana for granted, and his 
zero CFA rating indicates that 
he has done just that. 
Second, regular press 
reporting to the home states 
from Washington about the 
doings of these senators is not 
as prevalent as is the case with 
many other parts of the coun- 
try Detailed Washington 
reporting about members of

Each of these 
newspapers has an active 
full-time staff in Washington 
to cover their respective state 
delegations, and the Atlanta 
Constitution recently ex- 
pended the _ size of its 
Washington staff.

Another characteristic of 
the lopsided senatorial an- 
tipathy to consumer problems 
in the South is that these 
senators have rarely con 
ducted or sat in on the various 
Senate Committee hearings 
documenting consumer 
abuses. Unlike a Senator 
Gaylord Nelson (D-Wis.), who 
spent days holding hearings 
on drug price gouges and un- 
safe drug products, or Senator 
Vance Hartke (D-Ind.) who 
logged many hours of com- 
mittee hearings on the auto in- 
dustry’s callousness, 
Southern senators are in 
frequently in attendawce 

The absence of strong labor 
unions or consumer groups in 
parts of the South also ac- 
counts for the indentured 
status of many of these 
senators to industry and 
commerce. For example 
Senator Howard Baker (R- 
Tenn.) told me that he had no 
real objection to the consumer 
advocacy bill but that he was 
voting against it because 
bankers and other companies 
were against it. He conceded 
that if there were a plebiscite 
of all Tennesseans on this bill, 
the overwhelming majority 
would probably favor it. But 
his vocal constituency was not 
several million Tennessee 
consumers but a handful of 
vociferous businessmen. 

It is this susceptibility that 
keeps men like Al Bourland of 
General Motors and Wayne 
Smithey of Ford Motor Com- 
pany prowling the hails of 
Congress on missions their 
companies’ advertisements 
would rather not mention.
